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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION - AMENDMENT A 



Dear Sir: 



In response to the restriction in the office action of August 23, 2004, applicant elects 
invention group I, consisting of claims 1-11, 16-35, 92-96, and 104-110, without traverse. In 
response to the office action dated August 23, 2004, please amend the application as follows: 
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dependent claims 108 and 132-143. Claims 133-137 are independently patentable because they 
requires an optical pressure sensor which is not taught by the prior art. 

Claim 138 is independently allowable because it requires that the protrusion be a flange 
which inhibits movement of the pump engaging portion of the infusion set, which is not taught in 
the prior art. Claim 141 is independently allowable because it claims an optical bubble detector 
where the optical receiver receives three levels of light dependent on the loaded status of the 
sample cell and the contents of the sample cell which is not taught by the prior art. 

Claim 143 is independently patentable because it requires that the sample cell have a 
triangular cross section and have a base portion extending from one edge with parallel walls such 
that a light beam will pass through the base with minimal refraction. 

Applicant has amended claim 109 require disposing a sample cell between an optical 
emitter and optical detector resulting in three levels of light reaching the optical detector 
depending on whether the cell is loaded properly and whether air is present in the cell. Applicant 
therefore respectfully requests that the Examiner allow claim 109 and dependent claims 144 and 
145. Claim 145 is independently allowable because it requires an optical pressure sensing 
portion of the infusion set which is not taught by the prior art. 

Applicant has amended claim 1 10 to require an occluder disposed in the infusion set, an 
optical bubble detector, and an optical pressure sensor which are not taught by the prior art. 
Applicant therefore requests that the Examiner allow claim 1 10.
